Again she 
descended with safety, but at length ap- 
proaching the log she became unmanageable, 
swinging each way with immenge force, spin- 
ning completely over, and fipally dashing 
aguinst the log with such vidlenfe that 1 fully 
expected the whole thing, map and all, to 
have been dislodged and hurried down the 
rapid. ut, no, it stood) firm—the boat bad 
reached its destination. Yet, alas! how use- 
less was his position. It lay eompletely on 
its side above the log, and with its holtön in- 
side directed toward the bridgr, played upon 
by the whole force of the current, which fixed 
its kecl firmly against the log. It seemed 
immovable. The man himeelf climbed toward 
it, and in vaip tried to pull, lift or shake the 
boat; nor was it moved until both cables 
being brought to one side of the river by the 
united force of fifty or sixty men, when she 
was dislodged, and swung don the rapid up- 
side down, finally pitching headlong beneath 
un eddy, entangling one of her cables on the 
recks, and there lying beneatha heavy fall of 
water, until, in the course of the day, one 
eable being broken by the effosts of the men 
to dislodge her, and the other by the sheer 
foree of the current, she went over the falls— 
the second sacrifice to the poor fellow, who 
still clung to the log, swayed between hope 
and fear. The loss of this boat seemed a 
great blow to him, and he appeared, as far as 
we could judge at a distance, at times to give 
way to the utmost despair. A third boat was 
now brought—wooden, very long, and flat- 
bottomed, Its passage was most fortunate, 
and she floated down, even alongside of the | 
log, without accident. Hope beamed in every 
countenance, and we all felt that the man 
might be saved. Hope also had revived him; | 
he stood for some time upon the log, making. 
signals to those who directed the bout. 

He now eagerly seized her, drew her to- 
ward him, jumped into her, and made signe | 
to them to draw him up. This was com- 
menced, but some of the tackle had caught, 
and it was deemed necessary to let it loose for 
un instant. his was done; the boat floated 
a few feet down the rapid, swung around the 
lower end of the log, entangling the cable 
beneath it, and there remained immovably 
fixed. Once more the poor fellow'’s work 
began. He drew off one of his boots and 
bailed the boat; he pushed at the log, climbed 
upon it, and used every possible exertion to 
moe the boat, but in vain. An hour was 
spent in these fruitless eflorts—an hour of 
terrible — 7.2 to all whe beheld him, e 
worked well, for he workedifot his life. Three 
months after, this boat retained its position, 
nor will it meve until the rocks. grinds its 
cable in two, or the waters tear it piecemeal 
into shreds. 

Another plan must be devised, and this, 
with American promptitude, was soon done. 
A rafi, twenty or thirty feet long and five 
feet broad, was knocked tagether with amaz- 
ing rapidity. It consisted of two stout poles, 
made fast, five fect asunder, by nailing four 
or five pieces of two-inch board together at 
each extremity; thus the machine consisted 
ofa skeleton raft, with a small stage at either 
end. On one of these stages—that to which 
the cables (of which there were two) were 
lashed—was tightly fixed a large empty cask, 
for the sake of its buoyancy, on the other a 
complete network of cords, to which the 
man was to lash himself; also atin can of 
refreshments, he having taken nothing since 
the evening before; three or four similar cans, 
by the way, had been let down to him 
aircudy, attached to strong pieces of new line, 
but the cords had in every instance been 
snapped and the ſood lost. 

Tre raft was finished, launched, aud safely 
let down tothe log. The poor fellow com- 
mitted himself to its care; he lashed his legs 
firmly, and then signalled to draw him up;

were sown during his.recent visit to Yorkshire. 
It is fair to say, as we are enabled on the best 
authority to do, that a week before the Prince's 
arrival, the drains at Londesborough Lodge had 
been examined and put into perfect order, and 
that a turncock was in the house to keep them 
constantly flushed. The water supply was de- 
rived from the water-works in Scarborough. 
The fact that four young children of Lord Lon- 
desborough's bad been staying in the house for 
three months previous to the visit of the Prince 
of Wales, and that they have been and are in

It 
is no doubt used by the Prince's medical at- 
tendauts as being the best term knows to 
the public, and still so far from being super- 
seded that its employment was convenient. 
But the disadvantages which have led to he 
official disuse of the title have a still greuter 
significance in relation to its use in public 
documents addressed to general’ readers. 
It conveys very false ideas, and to it, no 
doubt, are due many of the erroneous im- 
pressions which generally prevail at this 
moment concerning the nature, causes, 
course and probable duration of the Prince's 
illness. Typhoid literally means like typhus, 
and is generally taken to imply that this 
atlection is merely a variety of typhus. Again, 
it is a term frequently used to characterize a | 
group of symptoms, indicative of extreme 
prostration, which are liabie to ocenr in the 
course Of almost any zymotic disease or acute 
local inflammation. Thus we are all famillar 
With what physicians call a typhoid condition 
in inflammation of the !ungs, or a typhoid | 

h other diseases; | 
and we know that they are then of the most | 
serious character, and that the term is used to | 
designate the least presising forms of disease. 
Typhus and typhoid ditfer essentially in origin. | 
— — springs up from want, overcrowding, | 
and personal contagion. Typhoid is a “night- | 
soil fever,“ according to Brown; a “‘pythogenic 
fever.“ according to Murchison; a ‘‘eess-pool 
lever,“ in the words of other authors. It is | 
independent of want or overcrowding, and it 
is not contagious from person to person. It | 
is truly what its new official name, enteric 
fever, indicates. It is an enteric disease, a 
fever cgpecially characterized by intestinal 
disorder. It has nothing in common with 
typhus fever in its origin, its clinical history 
or duration; and in many cases it presents 
none Of those symptoms of extreme depres- 
sion to which im other diseases the term 
typhoid is commonly applied, and with which, 
therefore, itis, in the popular and even in the 
medical mind, closely associated. Enteric fe- 
ver is happily by no means always ‘‘typhoid”’ 
in its type, if it be so in disorder of the in- 
testine, which in the majority of cases cer- 
tainly goes on to uleeration in the inner 
coat of the bowel. Together with the intesti- 
pal derangements which accompany and indi- 
cate this local disorder, other symptoms oc- 
cur, whose more or less of severity afford the 
means of proguosif. A brief summary of the 
ae course of typhoid fever will make. in- 
telligible the deductions which may fairly be 
drawn from the general facts of the Prince's 
case. The approach of the fever is in most 
instances slow and insidious. As was the 
case with the Prince, the patient is able to 
follow his usual — and occupation, | 
if wjth sometbiog less than his usual zest.

Education in Kentacky. 

Ifthere is a single department of a 
State’s trust more important than another 
it is that of public education. It is barely 
possible that state-craft may pervert the 
aims and purposes of popular educa- 
tion, but the principle of free education is 
too deeply rooted in the hearts of the peo- 
ple to be completely destroyed. There is 
no surer way to popular favor for a_poli- 
tician to follow than to rushto the sup- 
port of the common school System and 
make a great fuss about it. The great 
trouble and danger to be apprehended is 
in indiscriminate and injudicious tinker- 
ing. 

We believe that the present sad state of 
our school law is the result of this unwise 
meddling, and we hope that the present 
Legislature will be willing to be guided by 
the advice of experts. The initial report 
of II. A. M. HENDERSON, Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, is before us, and it 
gives assurance of his ability aud sound 
good sense. Atthe same time it reveals 
the beggurly manperin which the noble 
Commonwealth of Kentucky stints with 
parsimonious hand the administration of 
her most important trust. 

The ridiculously-inadequate salary of two 
thousand dollars a year, which is all the 
State allows its Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, can afford him no means to 
provide himself with any books or peri-

The Resignation of Fish. 

Two years ago a Washington dispatch 
announced that Secretary Flaum was about 
to retiré from the Cabinet. The next 
week another dispatch made the same an- 
nouncement, and eo on for the third week, 
the fourth week, the fifth week, and every 
week ever since. The thing went on 
in this way for a year or so, when, 
becoming tired of paying out so much 
money for having the weekly announce. 
ment put in type, we went to the 
expense ot having it stereotyped and cop- 
per-faced, and thenceforth found it to be 
one of the most convenient pieces of furni- 
ture about the office. Not a single week 
subsequently transpired that we didn’t 
find a use for it, and the files of the 
Covrikr-JourNAL will show, if properly 
examined, that we were sometimes com- 
pelled to bring it into requisition as often 
as twice in forty-eighthours, In fact, Mr. 
F rs has been so constantly on the with- 
draw that the stereotyped plate is so.much 
worn by constant use that it requires the 
most skillful of press-work to render its 
impression half-way decipherable, even 
with the help of the best of spectacles. 

But now, after we have gone to ail this 
trouble and expense, and just as we 
were about to go to the additional expense

In what 
quarter shall we seek redress for such an 
outrage as this? We have been delib- 
erately driven to the trouble and expense 
of announcing, in a stereotyped telegraphic 
dispatch, one hundred and some odd times, 
that Mr. Fisn was about to withdraw from 
the Cabinet, and retire to his Sabine farm 
on the banks of the Hudson, thereto spend 
the remnant of his days in offering con- 
stant prayers for the peace and prosperity 
of Rome, and now the Chief Magistrate 
of the nation coolly comes forward and 
tells us that Mr. Fisu intends to stay where 
he is. This is adding insult to injury. 

But we deserve no commiseration 
at the hands of the public. We 
might have known at the start how 
the confounded thing would end. We 
might have known that Fisn never in- 
tended to quit—that, although wholly un- 
fitted for the place, he could never be con- 
vinced that the place is unfitted for him— 
and that he would hang on to it, if possi- 
ble, until chaos shall have come again. 
GRANT'S appointees are sometimes expelled 
from office for the vice of honesty,” but 
they never resign. Nor is honesty by any 
means a common vice among them. It is 
at very rare intervals that one of them is 
seduced, inadvertently or otherwise, into 
the commission of an act which merits the 
applause of honest men and thereby wins 
the displeasure of the Administration.

As was to have been expected, the School 
Board have demolished the Mayor. To be sure 
the latter stated that the board havea revenue 
this year of $331,000, and the reporting School 
Committee admit that it is even $334,500, but 
then they say that $15,000 of the revenue will 
not be collected, so of course the Mayor is all 
wrong. It matters nothing of course that the 
taxes not collected this year come in as back 
taxes next year and the year after &., so that 
what they lost in 1868, 1869, and 1870, they get 
in 1869, 1870, and 1871, Ke. They have made 
their argument, and the $15,000 of taxes not 
collected this year demolishes the Mayor. 


wise men in school counsel. Now we would 
have them explain, for the delectation of tax- 
payers, tye facts in regard to some expendi- 
tures noted in their last report. 

Skipping over the sum of $15,469 45, which 
we see put down to incidental expenses, as 
this is a small matter, we would like a report 
on the $110,828 07, which we see put down as 

“paid sundry banks and individuals as per 
matured notes. Weknow that the board are 
economical and know how to financier, be- 
cause they say 80; therefore we would like 
them to say how much they got for their 
$110,828 07, 80 as to know where the best 
banks are to do business with. 

Such elaborate plainness, such a clear 
showing of economy, in thus disposing of the 
little sum of $110,828 07 at one pop, is un- 
necessary, and takes up too much space in the 
reports. Why will it not suffice in the next 
exhibit to lump it all together, thus: Amount 
received from all sources, so much; amount 
paid out on all ac 9 80 mne, balance, 
so much (or 80 little.’ 

Without going into * of the other figures 
and facts of their last report, we would call 
attention simply to the one item: 

Total disbursements for the year 1869-70 
Other than payment of loans (fur educational 
purposes) 189,063 78.“ 

The committee, after a great deal of figur- 
ing on the Mayor’ 8 veto, tinally sum up by 
showing that they are reduced to the pitiful 
sum for educational purposes — counting

This only gives them a ae over that of 
last year, according to their own showing, of 
$50,000 in round numbers, and we protest 
against their being cramped. up with only half 
a hundred thousand to experiment with. 

This same committee that made the report 
on the Mayor’s veto used the following lau- 
guage in their last annual report: 

The estimated income of the board for the 
next school year from all sources, except 
that on merchandise in the city of Louisville, 
is &222,400—$144,000 from the eite, and 878, 
400 from the State of Kentucky. The esti- 
mated expenditures of the board for the same 
time are about 6216000, showing that the 
finances of the board are in a good and 
healthy condition, provided the tax on mer- 
chandise is levied and collected; because it is 
mainly out of this particular fund that the 
board bases its ability to pay off and discharge 
its bonded debt. 

Well, the tax on mere Sr RE has been 
levied and collected, and the fiaaneces of the 
Loard are in a good and healthy condition,”’ 
particularly as the actual income has exceed- 
ed the anticipation by about 650,000 in reality, 
but only about $16,000 as the committee 
make it. 

Wat their actual disbursements have been 
in the last year we are not told, but the eati- 
n ate of $21 „% was, in round num ers, $27,- 
00U more than in 18005, 70. 

By the way, why do the board not expe- 
dite the public ation of their reports @ litue? 
The last one furnished is for the year ending 
June 80th, 1870, aud yet six months have 
elapeed since the expiration of another school 
year, end all the figuring we are doing is in 
the dark as to what was done by the board 
in a whole year past. 

Diligence, as well as economy, is commend 
able, aud we would like to see the last report. 

Be riously, we are disappointed that the 
School rd did not make some kind of a 
showing to relieve themselves of the — 
tion of extravagance. The real question that 
the Mayor's veto opened was whether they 
haye not funds enough already. 

The cust 2 r scholar yearly, the increase of 
tax that will be necessary to give them fificen 
thousand dollars more, and alt such little de- 
tai's, are but of second-rate importance. 

The mountain has brought forth a mouse. 

We would say, however, that the way to 
estimate the number of scholars receiving 
schoo is to take the average daily attend- 
ance (which is less than 9,000, according to 
the last report), and not the whole number 
eurolled in a year; because, for instance, 
there might be 50, 000 enrolled at the present 
diy, but if only 4.000 are attending there is 

eitainly not the expense of providing sup- 
plies and teachers for the other 40,000. And 
some that are enrolled and attending to-da 
will be off next week or next month, — 
others will take their places; but if you add 
both together, as the number belonging for 
the whole year, you exceed the facts 

The Mayor says in substance that the 
School Board are uot forbidden to use the fund 
from white tax-payers toward maintaining 
colored schools. The committee, in reply, 
briefly say: We interpret the charter diifer- 
ently, and that settles the matter,’ 

All of which shows economy. 

As showing eeonomy, we would. like some 
one of the board to narrate how they came 
to pay a rent of $2,000 a year tor the use of 
the market-house where they vow carry on 
a female high-school, and how they fixed it 
up for about another $2,000 to last a year or so, 
when they had a table building in the 
training school, into which they could have 
moved all the old furniture, and saved the ex- 
pense of partitioning off and making rooms 
out of the market-house, as well as the rent 
of $2,000, and any other matter showing econ- 
omy on their part, which is the thing we are 
all oo at the present time. 

We bope the new members will take pattern 
after the economy of those who have econo- 
mized before them.

county of New York. Onc is upon the Study 
of the German Language, another upon the 
Study of Languages, and the third upon the 
Value of Public Instruction. In the last 
famed lecture he makes some very 
pointed = strictures upon some of 
Herbert Spencers Views upon Education, 
and though we do not admire the flippant 
spirit in which he speaks of that great thiuker; 
wedo not think Mr. Spencer would have 
written ashe did had he been familiar with 
the practical working and positive good com- 
ing from our system of free schools. But 
there is much that is suggestive iu there few 
pages, and but littie can be lost and much 
may be by sending to E. Steiger, of 
New York, the publisher of these lectures, for 
a copy.

To be sure 
the latter stated that the board havea revenue 
this year of $331,000, and the reporting School 
Committee admit that it is even $334,500, but 
then they say that $15,000 of the revenue will 
not be collected, so of course the Mayor is all 
wrong. It matters nothing of course that the 
taxes not collected this year come in as back 
taxes next year and the year after &., so that 
what they lost in 1868, 1869, and 1870, they get 
in 1869, 1870, and 1871, Ke. They have made 
their a ment, and the $15,000 of taxes not 
collected this year demolishes the Mayor.

If the city had twenty mil- 
lions instead of ten there would be abundant use 
for it.

4 Good Joke on Schneider—He is 


Sent to Jail Because His Wile won’t 

go on His. Bond for Fity Dollars. 

Rachel Jones, a colored woman, was living 
several weeks ago in a house belonging to Heary 
Schneider, whose residence is on Walnut street, 
between Tenth and Eleventh. Mrs. Schneider 
and her son went to Rachel's last month, and 
demanded the payment of the rent, and, not 
being able to collect it, they threw all the furni- 
ture into the street, and turned the temant out 
of doors. The weather was quite chilly, and 
Rachei suffered considerable inconvenience. 
She immediately instituted suit against Schnei- 
der and his wife for one hundred dollars dam- 
aces in the court of Justice Long, and judgment 
was rendered for half of the amount. 

The judgment was given into the hands of 
Constable Scally, who for several weeks was un- 
able to execute it, beeause he could not see the 
defendant. One day last week, as the officer 
was walking slong Walnut street, he saw 
Schneider unloading a lumber-wagon in his 
yard. The latter disapppeared almost tmme- 
diately, and five minutes later could uot be 
found. Mr. Scally went there again yesterday. 
and this time found his man. He was busily 
engaged boiling backbones and spare-riba, fry- 
ing brains and rendering up iat. Said the con- 
stable, quietly: 

Have you got $0 for me to-day, Mr. Schnéi- 
der? 

I bave not, was the prompt reply. 

Well. then, you must go to jail or give secur- 
ity for the payment of this money. 

Schneider turned to his wife and said: 

“I wish you would come and go on my bond. 

But, tothe astonishment of Scally, the wife 
responded in broken English: 

“I won't doit. Take bim along and hang him 
if you like. ° 

Mr. Scally and the prisoner then left and vent 
to Esq. Long's offiee. Schneider was not dis- 
posed to pay the bill, though it is said that both 
he and Mrs. Schneider are quite well of. The 
matter not beug satisfactorily arranged, the 
prisoner was forwarded to jail, and it was confi 
dently believed that he would pay before enter- 
ing the dingy walls of the prison, but 
Schneider had no such notion. The of- 
fense was committed by Mrs. Schneider, 
not by her husband, but the law ignores her ex- 
istence, both as regards her disorderly conduct 
and her property. It argues that Mr. Schneider 
should have had his lady under better control, 
especially as he has to suffer on her account. 
The prisoner asked: 

How long are you going to keep me in jail?” 

“Until you pay this 850. 

“I will be caged some time, then, for I shall 
not pay it at all. 

And thus far he has made his word good. It 
remains to be seen how long it will take him to 
change his mind. Of course Mrs. Schneider did 
not mean to be taken literally when she spoke so 
lightly of hanging her husband, but it is a queer 
case where a man has to sleep in jail because his 
wife will not become his security for fifty dol- 
lars,

E. & P. R. R.—Cheap Coal Trans- 
portation. 

We learn the E. & P. road is hauling coal from 
all points on the line of the road east of Green- 
ville at 6 cents per bushel, delivered at the Nash- 
ville depot. This, probably, is lower than any 
road west of the mountains is carrying coal for 
with a single exception, and upon this there is a 
return traffic. It is generally conceded that coal 
can be mined and placed upon the cars for ship- 
ment at 6 cents per bushel, and pay a fair profit 
to the miner, and should, therefore, be delivered 
at the Nashvie depot at 12 cents per bushel. It 
can be carted any reasonable distance for 2 
cents per bushe!, or 50 cents per cart load, mak- 
ing it cost 14 cents to the consumer. 
We believe dealers are now paying 13 cents 
per bushel per car-load, and are retailing at 17 
and 18 cents. This is from 3 to 4 cents more per 
bushel than this coal can be delivered to our cit- 
izens for, but is, nevertheless, at this time, 10 
cents per bushel less than the Pittsburgh coal 
is now selling for in this market, The transpor- 
tation by the railroads being now at the mini- 
mum figures, ali that is needed to give our city 
an abundant and constant supply of cheap fuel 
is the development of the mines, and, what will 
certain.y follow, active competition. 


C incinnati’s Poor. 


The influx of stragglers from Cincinnati seems 
to be considerably on the increase as the weath- 
er crows colder. Every night fora month past 
the station-houses have had several occcpants of 
this character, end on several occasions have 
been crowded with them. the majority re zisterinz 
tnemselves as from Cincinnati, Last night 
nine of these individuals, all from 
Cincinnati, were furnished lodgings 
at Firet-stret station-house. The station 
houses are not closed to the weary and 
penniless, and the policemen do not object to 
offering hospitalities to the deserving. Op the 
contrary, it is their desire to shelter all who 
need it; but to be crowded continually with the 
wandering poor of another city, boastful of its 
private and public wealth, and its wealthy 
charitable institutions, is becoming too fre- 
quently the case Snot to attract attention and 
justify complaint. One request, at least, is 
made of the Queen City by the officers in charge 
of our station-houses and charity institutions 
that she furnish these people with a little soap 
and water and a clean shirt before sending 
them inte our midst.
